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A NOYEL OFFER.

The offer of the wholesale liguor dealers
of the city to provide $§10,000 for meeting
the expenses of the Seoteh-Irish Convention,
on eondition, solely, that thegiit be scknowl-
edged in the cireunlars calling the conven-
tion together, is a novel feature of the finan-
cial aspeet of that meeting,

We hope that the liguor interest does not
mean to Insinuate by its offer that the assem-
blage of that element will cause such an
ecnlargement of the traffic as to repay this
large subscription. Of course there is no
such expectation. The offer is intended to
show that & trade, not in very good odor
with some of the leading people in that
body, can be very liberal with the tunds
provided it geis properly advertised in re-
. Bnt the offer contains an element of
weakness by betraying & conscienceness that
the liguor trade needs rehabilitation in
public opinion and an idea that good repu-
tation ean be purchased by a free use of
money.

The effect of the offer will probably be to
develop just enough of the Becoteh-Irish
obstinacy to declare that the people of that
race can ravse the momney for their conven-
tion themse!ves.

ALLEGHEXNY'S LIBRARY.

The leisurely movements of Allegheny
City government have st last provided the
Carnegie Labrary of that eoity with a libra-
rian, Mr, W. M, Stevenson hsving been
chosen to that position at the meeting of the
Library Commitiee last might The elec-
tion is indieated by the balioting to have
bieen largely infiluenced by the usual politi-
cal methods, although there is every reason
to believe that the successful candidate is
well equinped with the literary cultore snd
genersl information that will be efficient in
that position. ‘With the patronage of the
insiitution now fully aistributed it is tobe
hoped that the mansgement of the Alle-
gheny Library will devote earnest attention
tn making the aectual collection of books
worthy the beaatiful building which Mr.
Ournegie has presented to that city. If they
will do that there is hope that, in the full-
ness of time, Allegheny will have s library.

ONE-=IDED COAL RATES,

The claim of the Pittsburg freight agents
that as moch Pittsburg coal as ever is going
to Chieago, may have a good deal of founda-
tion in fact, if we take inmto mccount that
which goes by lake and rail. Agrecing to
that a8 Iact, and aceepting the view that the
abeurd idea, that the failure to get low rates
§s due to the inter-State commerce law, is
inspired from some shipper who wants the
old system of favoritism restored, there is
still mom for discussion with regard to
Western coal rates,

There is certainly basis for the arpument
that if the railronds could afford five years
ngo to carry for favored shippers ot less than
vresent rates, they can afford to do the same
thiog for the public now. This view is not
ntall wenkeoed by the showing of the fig-

For instanee, the brood of “‘nerve foods'™”
and tonies, advertised as harmless, but real-
Iy containing opiates emough to wreck any
constitution, would not, so far as we cun see,
be foreed to declare their real character by
this bill, as they should be. IT the bill is
amended in this respect, 3t will take rank as
sn exhaustive and adequate measure.

THE WANE OF BASEBALL.

The signs are multiplying that the days
of the baseball craze are drawing to a elose.
The most convincing evidence that the pub-
lic at large is no longer disposed to exult
over the exhibition of hired thlejes in this
game, or to go wild with loeal pride be-
cause a city has paid players from all over
the country to represent it on the field, is
furnished by the statisties of attendance.

The light receipis at the various matehes
so far this season are made to appear still
smaller by the fact that they are divided up
between rival organizations; but even with
due allowance for that fact, the total attend.
ance furnishes proof that the eurve pitcher
is mo longer a greater man than the snccess-
fol author, the eloguent clezgyman or the
talented inventor. If the old excitement
were still in vogue the ri between the
clubs ought to increase the total attend-
ance. But the fact is that the total sttend-
snce has wolully diminished and the fact is
impressed on everyone that the public ab-
sorption in the professional phase of the na-
tional sport is waning.

It s by no means a regrettable indication
that professionalism in athletic sports can
wesr out its hold upon the public. Base-
ball, in its proper place, ss a sport, has few
rivals for healthfulness and recreation. But
its proper place is for those who enjoy it to
play it solely for exercise and relief from
the fatigue of real work. When baseball
was played by a score of amateur organiza-
tions on as many fields thronghout the sub-
urbe, it was fulfiliing its best and highest
function as a sport. When the sport for the
public came to be wnothing butsitting on
benches and yeiling itselt hoarse when
hired athletes slugged the ball or made a
marvelous eatch, it was degraded from its
real funetion as a popular sport 1o that of a
modern gladiatorial exhibition. Hiring
people to do our ball-playing is the poorest
possible use that can be made of the popular

game.

There is a cerfain satire of fate in the
fuct that just as the players and managers
have pot to fighting for the profits of the
profession, those profits should vacish. The
plum bas been worth fighting for; bot the
prospects are at present that the managers
who failed to get the players to accept
fabulous salaries will be most thankful for
the failare; while the players may, after the
season is over, fuvor almost sny reserve rule
which guarantees them any salary at all.
The reign of the sporting editor is also
likely 1o be less absolute; and the news-
papers will be able during the baseball sea-
son to give some atiention to matters of na-
tional importance,

The baseball eraze outlasted the roller-
skatiog rink lunacy, snd bes proved more
enduring than most of the popular fancies.
But the signs of its decay are positive; and
the time when it will be relegated to its real
function of exercise for the masses, is surely
approaching.

THE BEST STYLE OF PAVEMENT.

Mayor Gourley's point raised yesterdsy
at the Board of Awards' meeting that as-
phalt should not be 1aid upon strects over
which there is heavy hauling, may
apply in some ocases; but the most
frequent snd urgent cause for complaint
is that aspbalt is pot wused as often
as it should be. In every particnlar, ex-
cepting its resistance to extremely heavy
traffic, it iz superior to cobble-stone, block
stone of any other siyle of pavement
With the system of railroad switches and
river lighterage which is being established
for moving the heaviest of Pittsburg’s
produets from the miils and manufactories,
the extremely bheavy loads upon the streets
will not be so frequent or so noticesble. At
least they cannot be considered a factor
when it comes to choosing pavements for the
outer wards.

1t is an excellent idea for the members of
the board to use their independent judg-
ment a5 far as they feel they ean rely upon
it, in the matier of pavements. But it is im-
possible 1o ignore the fact that asphalt,
vuleanite and kindred clean and noiseless

ures that the rate on coal from Pittsburg is
wearly as great per ton per mile as the rate
on grain from Chicago, the former beiug one
of the chespest freizhts that can be earried,
and the latter rather above the average of
expense for the care it requires.

We cnn slso agree with the argument of a
railroad official that 25 cents per ton extra
on Pittsburg coal for the 200-mile longer
heul, as compared withthe Hocking Valley,
isuot unjust, Bat it is a very poorrule that
aces not work both ways; and when the rail-
roads put a cheaper rate on the Hocking Val-,
ley coal thau 15 earried to the lakes, one-third
more distance than the Pittsburg coal, the
policy of making this city psy the big end
of the Ireight charges in both cases is sus-
eeptible of improvement.

THE OIL COUNTRY FIGHT.

The preliminary skirmish of the State
canvass in McKesn county proves, on final
returns, to be a decided setback for the
Standard representatives who have been
running the State machine. Afier Benator
Emery fired his broadside at Delamater some
waeks ago, the word was passed to break the
force of his charges by carrviag the northern
oil counties for Delamater and taking Em-
ery’s own scalp in bis Congressional candi-
dacy. The fight has been a hot onme, and
that all the Btandard machinery was em-
ployed lor the purpose is shown by the way
that the Standsrd’s Democratic organs, as
well nsthe Republicsn ones,worked lor Dela-
mater. The result of a victory for Emery in
MeKesn and for Stone in both McKean and
Fraoklio amounts to a rather severe blow for
Andrews and Delamater, and permits the
grablfying inference that the Standard does

Aot own the oil regions politically as well as

>

finaneially.

LEGISLATION ON ADULTERATION.

The pravention of food or drug sdalters-
tion is unanimously conceded 1o be a
proper subject of legislation; but the erec-
tion of undue political power in one of the
departments, or the unnecessary harassing
of legitimate business is certainly not to be
oounted s the legitimate fulfilment of that
purpose. Thst is the very valid objection
raised by the wholessle drug interest to the
Paddock bill now pending in the Senate.
To obviate it, the substitute measure drawn
up by Mr. George A. Kelly, of this city,
and published elsewhere, is to be introduced.

.Tne bill which is thus spproved by the
Nationnl Wholesale Druog Association ap-
pears on examination to be Jevised verv
carefully to cover all cases of adulterations
io drugs and of adulterations and deleteris
ous compounds in food products. But one
feature of the cuse, in the sale of patent
medicines contsintng delsterions ingredi-
ents, the bill, perhaps from the conditions
of its anthorship, does not provide against
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pavements are growing in popular favor
here and elsewhere. Such is not the case
with stone, excepting where, as upon Euclid
avenue, Cléveland, the blocks are laid in
tar and filled with tar between the joints.

A point in regard to the pavements usual-
Iy clussed together as asphalt, which Mayor
Gourley and his colleagues might, however,
well ocomgider, is the monopolistic features
which are alleged to attach to the use of the
Trinidad article all over the country. Prices
are lifted so high as to justify experiments
upon other lines Bui, other things any-
thing like equal, & smooth, noiseless and
clean pavement is, as a matier of course,
quiet preferable to one devoid of these quali-
ties.

AN UNREALIZED UNANIMITY,

The attitude of the various leaders in the
Demoerstic party present onme remarkable
and distinetive contrast to that of the Re-
publican candidates for the Governorship.
The Republican patriots make no bones of
asserting that they want the office, snd sall
are out hunting with more or less strenuous
asccompaniment of brass bands, The Dem-
ocrats who have been naumed in eonnection
with the ssme place are very different—ac-
cording to their avowals, at least.

The declaration of ex-Senator Wallase
was very distinetly to the effect that he
would take the position omly if it were
the unsnimous wish of the Pennsylvania
Demoeracy. It has already been made
quite evident that Wallace is not the unsn-
imous choice of the Democrats, from which
the natural inference wounld be that Wal-
lsce would retire from the field. But when
Wallace gets into the field he is by no
means of a retiring disposition, and it has
not been observed that either his literary
buresu or his wire-pullers bave st all abated
their hustling.

We do not remember that Ex-Governor
Pattison committed himself to any definite
sssertion that he wonld require & unani-
mous nominstion. But the ex-Governor
very clearly conveyed the impression that
the office must seek him, instead of his seck-
ing the office. We cannot say that Patti-
son has been personally out on the Guber-
natorial trail; but since it was pereeived
that the office was not hunting him s
very able corps of hunters have been pur
suing thst elusive game on his bebalf, with
a rigor that bids fair to bag it.

That Rupert of the Pennsylvania De-
mocracy, Chauncey F. Black, took an atti-
tude very much like that of Wallace's. If
the nomination came to him unanimounsly
he would take it. He has recognized that
it is not eoming to him unanimously. But
the dashing ex-Lieutenant Governor has a
memory, snd be isstill 1o the field, oot so

mueb, it is hinted, for thesake of trying
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to get the nomination for himself, as for

serving out ‘certain unsettled scores, in the
shape of Whllace's failure to hold up his
hands in the fight of 1886,

Thus it will be seen that while our Demo-
crat friends lsudably wish the office to seek
them they are mot so unreasonable that,
when the office fails to do its duty in that
respect, they cannot unbend far enough to
meet it half way.

Peansylvania has the honor of being the first
Btate In which the necessity of improving the
highways bas been made the subject of a Gov-
ernor's message. It now appears that this
necessity I8 more urgent in Pennsylvanias than
in most other States. The investigation re-
cently made by a newspaper of Pittaburg—Tie
DisPATCH—showed that the roads in Western
Pennsylvania wers almost impassable, while
in the adjoining State of West Virginia human
beings were actually suffering and eattle were
actually starving froM want of the food that
could not be got to them. A region of which
this is true Is in a very low stage of material
civilization, and itis high time that some ne-
tion wers taken by the State. The old fashion
of working out the road tax has become a
mere farce in most roral regions.
